Get ready for the thrill of a lifetime! 


If you’ve never been deep-sea fishing, 
you have a big treat in store for you; if you’re 
addicted to angling, you don’t need any en- 
couragement to come to Nova Scotia. 


Jutting into the Atlantic Ocean, this 
sea-side province is surrounded by waters hid- 
ing giant bluefin, swordfish, striped bass, 
pollock, halibut, cod, skate, catfish, dogfish, 
haddock, hake and other smaller species. 


Striped bass run from 5 to 25 pounds; 
pollock from 5 to 35 pounds; and the big 
ones, tuna and swordfish, may tip the scales 
anywhere from a hundred to a thousand 
pounds. It is significant that several world 
records for tuna and pollock have been estab- 
lished in Nova Scotia waters. 


The whole family can join in the fun of 
deep-sea fishing. There is no age limit for par- 
ticipants and no limit to the number of fish 
they can catch. No licence is required for salt 
water sport fishing. 


Almost all good fishing is done within 
sight of land; it’s not necessary to spend a 
good part of the day travelling to and from a 
productive fishing ground. 


With the exception of tuna or swordfish, 
most varieties of fish may be taken on light 
tackle. Most charter boats are equipped for 
capturing the big fish as well. 


Strict regulations are followed. All mas- 
ters listed here are expert seamen and have 
passed examinations required to secure tem- 
porary Masters Certificates. For your own pro- 
tection, request masters to show necessary 
credentials.

Costs vary, but a day of deep-sea fishing 
in Nova Scotia is still relatively inexpensive 
sport. The average charge per day is from 
$30.00 to $50, depending on the boat and the 
number of persons in the party. Boats may 
also be hired by the hour or half-day. Sight- 
Seeing cruises can also be arranged.
